SchurmaB Publishes What He Found in the

Philippines and Points Out the Duty 


of the United States 


Manila, Sept. 14—Colonel Denby and 


Professor Worcester, members- of the 
Philippine commission, have received 
instructions from President McKinley 
to* return as soon as possible. 
They 


will leave for Hong- Kong September 
26. It is not known whether the cleri- 
cal foi-ce will return with them. The 
commissioners had just moved into new 
offices where they expected to spend 
some months on the- establishment of 
municipal government. 


Filipino Police on Duty 


Filipino police, 250 men, armed with 


revolvers and clubs began duty today 
in Manila. The force is controlled by a 
provost marshal. 


A FIgkt at Balemuo 


Davidson, commanding the Paragna, 


reports a sharp engagement at Bale- 
mao. The vesselxwas struck 
many 


times by rifle shots. There were no 
casualties. The Parana silenced the 
insurgents. The fight was occasioned 
by the capture of a Filipino schooner, 
which Davidson destroyed. 


Shcruiuu Says There Is No Filipino 


Nation 


Ithaca, N. 
Y., Sept. 14.—President 


Schurman yesterday gave out a state- 
ment to the Associated Press on Phil- 
ippine affairs, repeating the information 
in regard to the present conditions that 
he has already given in interviews, and 
continued: 


"It is very important that the public 


should know the actual facts of the sit- 
uation. 
The American public should 


understand them, whether they agree 
with or run counter to the public's 
wishes. 


"First, it requires some effort to realize 


the vastness of the archipelago, which 
extends in triangular form through 1G 
degrees of latitude. 
Never going out 


into the Pacific ocean on the east nor 
the China sea on the west, I made a 
circuit of 2000 miles all south of Manila. 
This gives some idea of the difficulty of 
maintaining- an effective blockade, as the 
coastline of all the islands embraced 
in the archipelago1 is many more thous- 
ands of mUetf. 


"Second, the multiplicity and hetero- 


genous natur-e of the tribes is something 
astounding. 
Over 60 different lan- 


guages are spo!:°n in the archipelago, 
and, 
though the majority of the tribes 


are small, there are xt least half a 
dozen each having over 250,00^members. 
The languages of these people are dis- 
tinct from one another, so that the 
speech of any one tribe is unintelli- 
gible to its neighbors. 
These tribes are 


all civilized and Christianized, but small 
uncivilized tribes, among whom the 
Ig-orotes1 seem best known in America, 
inhabit the mountains in Luzon, and 
form a large part of the population of 
Mindanao. 
In this island also there is 


a large Mohammedan population, which 
is independent of the Mohammedans in 
the neighboring Sulu archipelago. 


"Third, it is the Tagalogs inhabiting 


some of the provinces about Manila who 
are resisting the authority of the United 
States. 
Other civilized Filipinos are 


neutral, except where they are coerced 
by armed bands of Tagelogs, who seized 
upon their governments during the mak- 
ing and ratification of our treaty of 
peace with'Spain. 
It would be incor- 


rect to assume, however, that 
these 


tribes are allies of ours. They are not. 
Indeed, they are sot without suspicion 
of the white race, of which they have 
had experience only through Spain. But 
there are men of intelligence and pros- 
perity, and the masses, when not stirred 
up by the Tagalogs, recognize the ad- 
vantages to them of A"rnerican sover- 
eignty, and so remain passively neutral, 
although robber bands from 
time to 


time descend from the mountains to 
plunder and burn the estates of the 
peaceful inhabitants on theiplains. 


"Fourth, the inuuwection, though se- 


rious enough, as experience has proved, 
is not a national uprising. Indeed, there 
is no Philippine nation. 
As I have al- 


ready said, there i? a multifarious col- 
lection of tribes, having only this is 
common, that they belong to the Ma- 
layan race. 
The inhabitants of the 


archipelago no more constitute a na- 
tion than the Inhabitants of the con- 
tinent of Europe do. 


"Fifth, the United Slates, having as- 


sumed, by a. treaty of peace with Spain, 
sovereignty over the archipelago, be- 
came responsible for the maintenance 
of peace and order, the administration 
of Justice, the security of ife and prop- 
erty amone all the tribes of the archi- 
pelago. 
This is an obligation,which the 


intelligent Filipinos, not less than the 
foreign nations, expect us to fulfill. Nor 
will the national honor permit us to 
turn back. 
In taking the Philippine 


islands, we annexed grf-at responsibility. 
The fact that the 
responsibility is 


heavier than most people supposed It 
would be id no excuse for failure to dis- 
charge it. 
I repeat that the Philippine 


question is essentially a question of na- 
tional honor and obligations."

It would also give to our enemies an 
ocular demonstration of free govern- 
ment on the American plan, averyim- 
jjortant point when it is remembered 
tfiat the Tagalogs claim to be fighting 
for their liberty. And I had better call

/nay need considerable modification to 
bef available for another." 


Asked about the capacity of the Fil- 


ipino peoples to govern 
themselves, 


President Schurman replied that they 
had had no experience in self-govern- 
ment, except in municipal affairs, and 
even tTiese were subject to the control 
of the Spanish authorities. 


He thought, however, that each tribe 


might, subject to the supervision of a 
wise g-ereral government, manage in th<i 
main its own municipal and provincial 
affairs. Supervision from Manila would 
vary with the position which the dif- 
ferent trbes occupied in the scale of civ- 
ilization." 


President Schurman seemed firm in 


the conviction that some form of home 
rule for each of the tribes, and under 
the watchful supervision of the general 
government at Manila, was the solution 
of the governmental problem in the 
Philippines. " Considering the marked 
Intellectual capacity of the Filipinos and 
their admirable domestic and personal 
virtues," said Mr. Schurman, "imagina- 
tion cannot easily set the limits to their 
progressive achievements under the In- 
spiration of American civilization, aJid, 
while American sovereignty means this 
blessing- to the Filipinos, it is beyond 
all doubt the one thiiig which can save 
the archipelago from division and ap- 
propriation by the great nations of Eu- 
rope. 
The United States will held it 


together, and, with the Amf-rlnjm dem- 
ocratic ideas, train and elevate the peo- 
ple to an ever-increasing measure of 
self-government."

So far, there has been no serious propo- 
sition advanced by any of the delegates 
to wipe out trusts. They all feel that 
(their abolition is impossible, just as 
many states feel that in the liquor prob- 
lem prohibition is a failure. 


So far as a statement of conditions is 


concerned, there is not a wide diverg- 
ence of view. But in regard to the fu- 
ture one ii lost in a maze of contradic- 
tory propositions and remedies. Many 
of the friends of the trusts advocate a 
national supervising commission, with 
more and more clearly defined powers 
than the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. Others advocate a constitutional 
amendment 
permitting 
congress to 


have the widest power in dealing with 
this problem. One wants a constitu- i Cincinnati 
tional amendment laying an income tax 
upon all trusts whose product is a mo- 
nopoly. Others believe that the matter 
should be left to the states, and there 
are many other schemes which win be 
presented in the course uf the debate. 


Taking a broad view of this confer- 


ence and the status of public opinion ap 
to the subject, one cannot fail to be im- 
pressed with the growth of the national- 
istic or socialistic idea 
While most of 


those who advocate the national con- 
trol of these combinations would scorn 
to describe themselves as socialists, 
their remedy and propositions are essen- 
tially socialistic. For this reason pro- 
nounced socialists like llayor Jones of 
Toledo offer no objections to trusts, be- 
lieving that they open the way to na-

Nominate John W. Baer For Governor-Can. 


Uen and Dreyfus Considered In Platform. 
Worcester, Maw.. Sapt. 1*.—The Pro- 


hibition state convention nominated 
John Wlllli Baer of Medford for gover- 
nor a'nd James H. Roberts of Cambridge 
for lieutenant governor. The platform 
adopted had for its chief plank the aboli- 
tion of the liquor traffic, leaving all other 
Jsuues as secondary. Chairman Morrlll 
of New Bedford made an address, out- 
lining the general plan of the campaign, 
and Samuel Dickie, national chairman 
and editor of The Voice, also spoke on the 
prohibition movement, and in his speech 
said that there was not a man in the 
present administration who would come 
lout boldly against the liquor traffic, 
with the possible exception of Secretary 
Long.

Many Theories us to the Manner of 


Life UKil Death That Will Be the 
Portion, of the Lu*t Relic of Hu- 
manity ts It \ovy Kxitfts, 


Astjonomers tell us that the day 


must come when the earth will, like 
the moon, wheel through the heavens 
a dead and barren ball of matter—air- 
less, waterless, lifeless. But long, long 
before that time man will be extinct, 
will have disappeared so utterly that 
not so much as ike bleached skeleton 
of a human being will be visible on all 
the millions of square miles of the 
surface of this planet 


Unless by some huge and universal 


cataclysm the whole race is swept at 
once into eternity it is but reasonable 
to suppose that man, like any other 
race of animals, will disappear slowly 
and that eventually there will be but 
a single human being left—some old, 
old man, gray headed and bearded, and 
left to wander alone in a solitude that 
may be imagined, but not described. 


How will he die, this last relic of 


the teeming millions that once trans- 
formed the lace of the globe and ruled 
undisputed masters of every other liv- 
ing thing? There are many fates that 
may befall him. He may go mad with 
the horror of loneliness and himself 
end-his own miserable existence. He 
may be eaten by the vast reptiles or 
giant insects which will theu probably 
infest the solitudes. 


But his fate may be far weirder and 


more dfcadful. 
Scientists say that, as 


we burn the coal and timber we are 
still so richly supplied with, we let 
loose into the atmosphere an ever in- 
creasing volume of carbonic acid gas. 
Much of this is taken up by plants, 
but not all. It must increase and 
eventually poison the breathable air, 
filling the valleys and mounting slowly 
to the hill tops, where the last remains 
of animal life are striving for exist- 
ence. The last man will climb higher 
and higher, but eventually the suffocat- 
ing invisible flood will reach and 
drown him. 


Again, it is said that the earth as it 


gets older is cracking like dry mud. 
These cracks will increase until at last 
they will let the waters of the oceans 
and rivers sink into the fiery center of 
the globe. Then will occur an explo- 
sion so terrible as may startle the in- 
habitants of neighboring worlds. The 
last man in this case will probably be 
some arctic explorer or Eskimo whom 
the vast plains of ice around will save 
from instant death and leave to grill a 
few moments till the ice continents are 
swallowed by redhot gases and steam. 


Suppose these earth cracks develop 


more slowly, they may suck away the 
•water without devastating explosions. 
Then the last man's fate will be the 
worst describable. 
He will die of 


thirst. 
The scene of his death will 


probably be the great valley in the bed 
of the Atlantic ocean, off the Brazilian 
coast, half way between Rio Janeiro 
and the cape, where now sis miles of 
green water lie between the steamer's 
keel and the abysmal slime beneath, 
There, hopelessly digging in the ever 
drying mu,d, he must perish and leave 
his bones to parch on a waterless 
planet. 


The antarctic polar ice cap has been 


growing thicker and heavier for un- 
counted ages. The distance from the 
south pole to the edge of this ice cap is 
1,400 miles. The ice rises steadily from 
the edge to the center. At that center 
ft cannot be less than 12 miles in thick- 
ness—twice as thick as Mount Everest 
Is high. 


Suppose it splits. Imagine the gi- 


gantic mass of vfrater and ice that will 
come sweeping up north over the oceans 
and continents of the earth! "Where, 
then, will the last man breathe his 
final gasp? Higii up in the snows of 
some great range he will perish" miser- 
ably of cold and starvation, looking 
down on a huge shallow sea, beneath 
whose tossing waters will lie the whole 
of the races of the world. 


Or last, and perhaps dreariest fate of 


ail, the human race may outlive other 
mammals and last until the sun, as 
some day it must, grows dull and cold 
ancf vegetation dies from the chilled 
earth. 
The miserable remnant of 


earth's people must then slowly die out 
after ages of an existence to which 
that of the Eskimo of today is a para- 
dise.

BRAVE WAR 


His Lite Is Frequently One of Hardship, 
Constantly Subjected to Perils and Sel- 


dom Afforded the Opportunity 


to Do His Best Work, 


THE REAL VERSUS THE IDEAL 


T 


H'E war correspondent is a modern 


institution. He is as necessary as 
gunpowder for an up to date cam- 


paign, and a war without him would 
seem like an opera without its chorus. 


Time was when the warrior himself 


was his own correspondent. When Xen- 
ophon, who was a reporter almost clev- 
er enough to go on a New York morn- 
ing paper, led the Greek forces against 
Cyrus, he was the only foreign corre- 
spondent at the theater of action, and 
when his ten thousand Greeks fell ig- 
nominiously back from Tigris to the 


All of which goes to show that the 


war correspondent is by no means un- 
derstood and that-the part he plays in 
a modern campaign is little thought 
of by the reading public. He does not 
lead a life of luxury and spend his time 
chatting over the plan of campaign 
with brigadier generals at the officers' 
mess, calmly watching a battle through 
a pair of field glasses, with a siphon of 
soda at his elbow and then with a gold 
tipped fountain pen indite soul harrow- 
ing details of the last engagement with 
the enemy, which when written are 


first actual newspaper man to accom- 
pany an army in the Held was that rep- 
resentative of the London Times who 
was sent to report tlie Crimean war. 
This correspondent, Henry Howard 
Russell, was eventually 'knighted for 
his journalistic work. While his move- 
ments about the English camp were not 
in the least restricted, owing to kis un- 
official standing, he had to endure many 
inconveniences and discomforts. 
The 


military authorities did not at that 


I time recognize Hie position of the press 


! 


representative in any way, so that, 
while he had perfect freedom of action 


[and could send what dispatches he chose 


if without the interference of a censor, 
he found that it was impossible to se- 
cure either rations for himself or for- 
age for his horse from the commissa- 
riat department of the army. A ham 
or a turkey, he found, cost him about 
?-5 and a pair of boots 530. The rough 
service through which he had to pass 
soon reduced his clothes to rags, and 
Kussell himself recounts very amus- 
ingly the figure he cut in a commissa- 
riat officer's cap, with a broad gold 
band; a rifleman's patrol jacket and 
breeches, a pair of heavy Blucher boots, 
with huge brass spurs, and a fiddle 
headed, e\ve necked old horse. But the 
man who had to put up with all these 
inconveniences gave the reading public 
of England the first taste of adequate 
reportorial work in the field, and the 
result was the establishment of the 
war correspondent as an almost nec 


and led practically to the emancipation 
of the Bulgarian nation. 


Of the four men who were sent out 


from London to report the Sudanese 
campaign only one, Frederick Villlers, 
escaped unwounded at the battle of 
MetPmneh, on the Nile. Two of these 
men were killed outright,-and the third 
was severely wounded, while many an- 
othor brave correspondent sent to the 
other Egyptian campaigns, it might be 
added, now lies beneath the sun that 
beats down on the Sudanese desert. 


Bui it has been the American war 


writer who has distinguished himself 
in the field. During our civil war many 
reputations were made and not a few 
lives were lost in the precarious voca- 
tion of news gathering. At the begin- 
ning of hostilities the New York Her- 
ald, which has always made every ef- 
fort to lead in the matter of military 
news, determined to astonish the world 
with its reports from the front. Half 
a dozen special correspondents were 
at once sent out and were on duty 
there when the* first gun was fired at 
Sumter. A correspondent was attached 
to each naval squadron and to each 
army corps, the land men being well 
furnished with wagons, horses, serv- 
ants, tents and all necessaries of life. 
Although the generals of both armies 
were not at all in favor of the presence 
of these correspondents in their camps, 
they in some way succeeded in secur- 
ing the news, and indeed so explicit 
and full were many of their reports 
that a number of clerks in the war 
office at Richmond were arrested on 
suspicion of furnishing private and offi- 
cial information to the newspaper men. 


It was seen that when a war occurs 


in a republic it might be set down as a 
postulate that the people are entitled 


the guidance of these newspapers and the press ot 
the country in the publication of matter which 
might be connected with the interest of the gov- 
ernment."

General McClellan and the representatives ol 12

^vas the general as well had somewhat 
of an advantage over the modern war 
correspondent. 
He had no stern editor, 


who at his own sweet will might care- 
lessly assign him from one end of this 
earth to the other. He had no censor 
to dodge. He did not have to hurry, 
vet and hungry arid roofless, from one 
Bcene of action to another, knowing 
full well that if his copy was not sing- 
ing homeward over the wire by the 
time the great, hungry presses stood 
ready to receive the last form of that 
one particular morning paper which he 
represented there would be sundry 
wicked and unspeakable things said in 
that one particular editorial office, and 
the shame of the "scooped" would 
cling to his name for all time. 


The great, unthinking, hurrying mass 


of humanity, when they casually unfold 
their morning papers and absorb their 
news and their coffee at the same time, 
•eldom realize the amount of toil and 
thought and risk and worry that have 
been gone through before that news 
was made ready to be dished up to 
them in so palatable and so convenient 
a form. That is none of their business. 
They hear occasionally of an Edward 
Marshall being shot at the front and 
dictating his dispatches while h« lies 
on the field, with his own blood staining 
the pages of his notebook, and they 
carelessly read of the imprisonment of 
a Scovel for a few months in a reeking 
old Spanish prison. 
They hear of a

The reputation of the modern war 


correspondent is not built up in that 
way. His work, he knows, often takes 
him where officer or angel fears to 
tread, and to accomplish the task that 
is cut out for him he must have a con- 
stitution of iron, nerves of steel, the 
judgment of a Solomon, the digestion 
of an ostrich and the vocabulary of a 
Dr. Johnson. But he has the satisfac- 
tion of knowing at the same time that 
he is a historian, even though a shirt 
sleeve historian, and that he can make 
and unmake generals and keep secreta- 
ries of war up nights waiting for his 
latest opinion on General Blank's occu- 
pation of So-and-so and get even with 
priggish lieutenants looking for promo- 
tion. And when it is all over he has 
the further satisfaction of knowing that 
he may blossom out into a full fledged 
platform lecturer and travel about the 
country with a manager and a stereop- 
ticon lantern, showing just how Gen- 
eral Blank should have done the busi- 
ness, with a, picture of himself dodging 
bullets on the firing line. 


The custom of sending newspaper 


representatives to the theater of war 
dates back not quite 50 years ago, 
when the first correspondent of the 
London Times was sent to report the 
Crimean campaign. Previous to this 
time all intelligence from the scene of 
action was secured in a desultory man- 
ner from official reports, often long de- 
layed, or by extracts from private letters 
from those officers who were actually 
engaged in the struggle. It was natu- 
rally always some time before these 
letters found their way'into print, and 
when the belated intelligence was at 
last made public it was often many 
days, and sometimes even weeks, after 
the engagement had actually 
taken 


place. Another objection to this meth- 
od was the fact that the officer is usu- 
ally the most incompetent and unsatis- 
factory observer, being too busy with 
the events of the day to make copious 
notes of their Character. 


The London Times, it is true, as early 


as 1807 had sent a representative to 
Altona, during the Napoleonic cam- 
paign in Prussia, to report on Bona- 
parte's progress in those parts. This 
correspondent was not at the seat of 
war, of course, so could not be looked 
upon as a war correspondent in the 
modern sense of the "phrase. So the

his horse. He finds it necessary to obey 
the commands of all superior officers;

home paper is subject to the most rigid 
censorship. 


The London Times' illustrious corre- 


spondent 
afterward served 
through 


the Indian mutiny, and when our own 
civil war broke out was sent to this 
country to witness the engagements 
here. His description of the battle of 
Bull Run gained for him the sobriquet 
of "Bull Run" Russell and resulted in 
his recall during the following year to 
London. But the work of this veteran 
pen artist, who might well be called the 
father of the war correspondent, did 
not end here. In 1866 he followed the 
Austrian army into Bohemia and gave 
to English readers the story of the tri- 
als and triumphs of the Franco-Prus- 
sian war of 1870. The most famous 
English war correspondent following 
after Russell, was probably Archibald 
Forbes, who saw service as a Royal dra- 
goon and first made his reputation as a 
war writer by his vigoilfeus descriptions 
of the Turkish war in 1877. 


Then comes the era of the American 


correspondent, when J. A. MacGahan, 
as a representative of the New York 
Herald, exposed the horrible atrocities 
of the Bashi Bazouks In Bulgaria dur- 
ing the troubles of 1876. It wae really 
this energetic young American's dis- 
patches which turned the tide of public 
opinion against any previously intend- 
ed opposition to Russian intervention 


to and in some way will secure full and 
satisfactory reports from the field. In 
view of the situation of affairs at pres- 
ent in the Philippines it is interesting to 
note just what attitude was observed 
by officials during our cwil war. 


Early in the first session of the Thir- 


ty-seventh congress, which met in {he 
winter of 1861-2, a resolution dealing 
with the subject of war correspondents 
and a censorship upon such individuals 
was adopted by the house of repre- 
sentatives. This resolution was as fol-> 
lows;. 


Resolved, That the judiciary committee he re- 


quested to inquire if a telegraphic censorship of 
the press has been established in this city (Wash- 
ington), and if so by whose authority and by 
whom it is now controlled; to report if such cen- 
sorship has not been used to restrain wholesome 
political criticism and discussion, while its pro- 
fessed and laudable object has been to withhold 
from the enemy information in relation to the 
movements of the army. 


To enable the committee the more ef- 


fectively to prosecute its investiga- 
tions the house early in 1862 clothed 
that body with the power to send for 
persons and papers for the sake of 
making 
investigations. 
Two 
weeks 


later the committee reported that a 
censorship did exist, that it had been 
under the control first of the treasury 
department, then of the war depart- 
ment, then still later of the state de- 
partment, and yet once more assumed 
by the secretary of war. The commit- 
tee in this connection also reported: 


Soon after General McClellan assumed command 


of the Army of the Potomac a scries of resolutions 
were adopted by the representatives of the press, 
including the Washington city correspondents 
of the daily papers •( New York, Philadelphia, 
Boiton and Cincinnati, "to determine a rule for 


censorship over every correspondent's 
dispatches going out from headquar- 
ters. Some of them even prohibited 
the circulation of newspapers contain- 
ing criticisms of any military operation. 


Mr. S. Cadwaller, who for a long time 


was the only correspondent present at 
Grant's headquarters, tells how General 
Hurlburt and Colonels True and Sul- 
livan suppressed the Chicago Times in 
their own particular districts and how 
Grant 
countermanded 
these 
orders 


when they were brought to his atten- 
tion, sending a dispatch boat from Lake 
Providence to Memphis for this special 
purpose. Hooker had one favorite cor- 
respondent, George Wilkes, to whom he 
was willing enough to grant all priv- 
ileges, but every other newspaper man 
in his camp found life made miser- 
able by this stern officer, who had a 
rooted hatred for all "pencil pushers." 


General Grant throughout the war 


took high ground regarding the for- 
warding of news, and all correspondents 
were permitted to say what they pleas- 
ed regarding operations under way, hut 
were denied the luxury of indulging in 
predictions affecting the future. He al- 
lowed all newspapers to circulate in his 
camp and never descended to the de- 
tails of a censorship, nor allowed any 
member of his staff to do the same. It 
has been estimated that the war cost 
the New York Herald S500.000 for its 
news service. These figures will con- 
vey some idea of the extent to which 
tUft leading American journals' followed 
the campaign. 


During the HiSj>ano-Americaii war 


the gathering of news was attended by 
unusual difficulties and dangers, es- 
pecially at the beginning oJ hostilities, 


their home papers'many"august"naval 
and military operations for Uncle Sam 
were held to statements of bald facts. 


After the gallant Schley had met and 


defeated the ships of Cervera, however, 
the life of the reporter became a less 
desultory one. He found all his work 
cut out for him, and before he knew it 
he was in the thick of the battles of 
Santiago and Bloody Ford and San 
Juan Hill. Those were busy days for 
the American "pencil pusher," and 
though not without their trials and 
horrors they were really more or less 
satisfactory and happy days for him. 
He saw his harvest and reaped it for all 
he was worth, one New York paper 
spending no less than $50,000 a week for 
news. Foreign critics have said that 
there was too much of the circus ele- 
ment in his language, that he looked 
upon the whole campaign merely as a 
_good chance for copy and that he wrote 
'it all up very much as he would have 
written up a Carson City prize fight. 
But if at times his language was a lit- 
tle extravagant and the consciousness 
that he was recording history weighed 
a little oppressively upon him, he gave 
the news, all the news, and gave it 
adequately, promptly and picturesque- 
ly. In the case of the Philippine cam- 
paign, for obvious reasons, our American 
correspondent has not' been able to sup- 
ply such a satisfactory array of reading 
matter. But take him for all in all 
this same war correspondent is without 
his equal in the world, and for dash and 
daring, dexterity and doggedness, he 
may well be called the flower of modern

CLOCKS OP BYGONE DAYS. 


In the town of Schramberg. in the 


Black Forest district of Wurttemberg, 
Germany, where one of the chief in- 
dustries is that of clock making, thera 
has recently been established an inter- 
esting museum of timepieces. The col- 
lection displays the gradual develop- 
ment in the making of clocks for sev- 
eral centuries. 


Among the curiosities are many of 


great historical value. 
There is an 


alarm clock constructed in the year 1690 
for the use of travelers. In form it re- 
sembles a lantern, and the interior is 
designed to hold a lighted candle. 


The candle is slowly pushed onward 


by a spring', which also controls the 
mechanism of the clock. A little pair 
of shears clips the wick of the candle 
automatically every minute to regulate 
its light. The lantern is inclosed with 
movable si$es, so that the sleeper is 
not at first disturbed by the presence of 
light. 


The alarm is set by inserting a peg 


in the second dial plate. When the re- 
quired hour arrives, the alarm is sound- 
ed, and at the same time the movable 
sides fall, flooding the room with light. 


Among the curiosities is a Japanese 


saw clock. The clock itself produces 
the motive power by descending a saw 
formed strip of metal, the teeth of 
which operate the wheel of the clock- 
work. In another Japanese clock the 
hand is attached to a weight which '

MANY. CASES WHERE if BROUGHT 


DEATH TO TH8 VICTIM.

"Of all titt many ills to which the- 


atrical flesh IB heir," said an old 
physician who has a large clientele of 
actors, "the worst Is stage fright. This 
is nothing less than a species of heart 
disease, Induced by too nervous dread 
that one's performance may not be suc- 
cessful. This naturally attacks begin- 
ners mOre often than old stagers, and 
yet Instances are by no means isolated 
where death has been brought about 
through its evils, even In the case of 
old tim«rs. 


"Perhaps, however, the roost peculiar 


instance of all was that of the veteran 
performer who had gone through 30 
years of stage work without experienc- 
ing this malady. One night, however, 
he confided to a fellow player that a 
quite unaccountable nervousness had 
suddenly taken hold of him and that 
he did not think he could ever act 
again. 


"His comrade laughed at the notion 


and urged him to go on, as usual, but 
his astonishment may woll be con- 
ceived when the poor old player went 
on the stage and, after making several 
vfllu efforts to speak, fell back and ex- 
pired, The doctor who -made the post 
mortem examination stated that death 
was due to failure of the heart's action, 
evidently induced by the presence of 
an attack of stage fright. 


"Death is by no means an infrequent 


end to the trouble, and more than one 
case in my own practice has ended fa- 
tally. It is not always the person whose 
heart Is already affected who suffers 
the most, either, for I recall one case 
some years ago where a young woman 
whose heart I knew to be perfectly 
normal mada her professional debut in 
this city. While standing In the wings 
awaiting her first cue she was seized 
with an attack of stage fright and 
trembled violently. 


"Not 
till she heard the line spoken 


which was her signal for entrance did 
she make any effort at recovery, and 
then, to the surprise of those who 
were trying to get her in shape, she 
braced up and went on the stage as 
though she had been on the boards 
for years. She went through her part 
mechanically and without apparent 
consciousness of her actions, but she 
played the scene better than she had 
dene at rehearsal. 


"At the close of her scene she came 


off the stage, staggered to her dressing 
room and sank unconscious to the 
floor. She never recovered from her 
coma, and an autopsy developed the 
fact that she had died of heart disease, 
though I had examined her shortly 
before and could find no trace of 
cardiac affection. 


"Several standard authorities quote 


the case of a young English aspirant 
who came to the theater on the night 
of his debut in a state bordering on 
nervous prostration. He was braced 
up on brandy and given encourage- 
ment by .those on the stage with Mm, 
but no sooner had he stepped upon the 
stage than he clapped his hand upon 
his heart and fell dead. The excite- 
ment had ruptured the valves of his 
heart, and he had ended his career as 
he was about to begin it. 


"One curious case was told me not 


long ago Iff one of the physicians at 
Bloomingdale. A young man, a, mem- 
ber of a college dramatic club, was 
brought there for treatment. He had 
been cast for a part in the spring 
production, and this extra study, add- 
ed to the regular studies imposed by 
the collegiate course, caused some- 
thing to give way. On the occasion 
of the dress rehearsal It was found 
that he could not remember a line of 
his part, and this so worried him that 
he broke down and was brought here. 


"For several weeks he could not 


speak an intelligent sentence, and 
then suddenly his part came back to 
him, and he could go through it, cues 
and all, without a break. For another 
full Week he kept going through the 
lines of his part, and then developed a 
severe attack of brain fever, from 
which he came out perfectly rational, 
but, oddly enough, with absolutely no 
memory of the lines of the play in 
question. 


"The excitement caused by stage 


fright is a most curious thing, and did 
the opportunity present, I should like 
to write a treatise on the subject, for 
it Is a fascinating one, but I am kept 
too busy patching up the troubles that 
exist to write of the troubles which 
have existed."— New loik Telegraph.

The Roberts Girl Will Go Before the 


Federal Grand Jury Friday 


Lawyer Arthur H. Wood, counsel for 


James Grant of Hinsdale, who was ar- 
rested on August 17, charged with pass- 
ing counterfeit money, -received 
a 


telegram this morning stating that 
Grant h • been released. A letter fol- 
lowed explaining the matter. It was 
understood that Grant's case would not 
come up before the United States 
grand jury until Friday and this un- 
expected action came as something of 
a surprise.

About July 28, complaint was made 


by T. A. Frissell and George T. Plun- 
kett of Hinsdale to 
Officer Goodwin 


that some one had been passing coun- 
terfeit $5 and $10 bills in that town. 
United States Secret Service Agent R. 
D. Kedfern of Boston was immediately 
notified and came up here and investi- 
gated the case. Through his 
efforts 


and those of United States Marshal J. 
II. Waters and Officer Goodwin the 
arrests followed. Mr. Redfern searched 
the home of James Grant and found 
amons other things a first class coun- 
terfeit $100 bill. It was thought the 
operations had been going on about a 
month. Their method, it was alleged, 
was to go into a postofflce, or store and 
have a $5 or $10 bill changed without 
making a purchase. 


Grant was arrested In a hayfield at 


Hinsdale on the morning of August 17 
and, 
in company with Abbie Roberts, 


was arraigned before the United States 
Commissioner Wood. Both waived ex- 
amination and were held under bonds 
of $200 for a hearing 
the 
following 


morning. At that time, Commissioner 
Wood found probable cause and held 
the pair for the United Statesi grand 
jury which sits in Boston this week. 


The girl was charged with the lar- 


ceny of the money from the effects of 
the late Daniel and Samuel M. Ray- 
mond at the Hinsdale hotel while in 
the employment of Daniel Raymond's 
widow. She admitted taking it.

Conceit Finds a Coun- 


terpart Iu Reality. 


When Shakespeare put in flic month 


of Hamlet the curious conceit about 
the dust of the great Alexander hav- 
ing become loam and then stopping a 
buugliole in a beer barrel, he had seem- 
ed to reach the ultimate extravagance 
of imagination. 
Yet, near' the Porta 


Salarifi a still more unexpected ex- 
travagance was revealed after the ex- 
cavatiofis carried ou there. In these 
a clpp'us, or sepulchral column,' con- 
taining a cinerary urn of rare oriental 
alabaster was brought to light. The 
Inscription on the.cippus revealed that 
the ashes contained within the urn 
were those of Calpunius Piso Licini- 
anus, ivho, iu February, A. D- 69, was 
proclaimed faesar by the,- Emperor 
Galbra. Four days afterward Gatora* 
•was killed, and Piso also suffered 
death in his thirty-first year. -His were 
the ashes that the alabaster urn con- 
tained. 


The precious urn was giwn to a 


workman employed on the premises to 
take care of. Some days after, when 
the proprietor of the place^asked for 
the urn, he fouiul it empty. • ''Where," 
said be, "are the ashes that were 
here?" The wtfrkman, surprised, said 
that he gathered them together and, 
never dreaming that they were any 
good, but being -white and cl«in, sent 
them to his wife to make lye for her 
washing! 
And tuns, said the late 


Shakespeare Wood, describing this In- 
cident, have the ashes of an imperial 
Caesar, adopted l$y Galbra as Tiberius 
was adopted by Augustus and accept- 
ed b'y the senate, been used more than 
IS centuries after his death by a Ro- 
man washerwoman to cleanse herklirty 
liuen, together wil-h the ashes of; other 
members of fhe family iu whose veins 
flowed the noble blood of Crassi, and 
of Pompey the Great!—Baltimore jSun.

BEE BUZZES. 


Kingbirds will destroy bees. 
Arrange the hives so that they can be 


opened easily. 


Place a rrame of Hatching brood in the 


frame of each hive. 


When there is a scarcity of honey, bees 


do not increase so rapidly. 


Wax is a natural secretion of the bee 


and is produced by the food. 


Was may be produced at any time by 


simply feeding the bees on sirup.

Two Men Accused of Being Itinerant 


Venders, Local Merchants 


Believed to be Interested 


The only cases in court this morning 


were those against Philip A. Chaput 
and Samuel Pienburg. 
They 
were 


charged with being itinerant venders. 
Messrs. Chaput and lpeinberg opened a 
clothing store in the Collins block on 
State street and ndvertised'a sreat lire 
sale of clothing. Tney»opened the store 
last Satu.'-lay. The police watched the 
store and Wednesday evening Chief 
Kendall swore out a warrant and ar- 
rested the men. Tt was about August 
20 when the goods were shipped here. 
They came from Ayer Junction, where 
they had been for several weeks. The 
men claimed they had leased the store 
on State street until April, and intend- 
ed to locate here permanently. In court 
this morning Lawyer Magenis appeal ed 
for the defendants and Lawyers Niles 
and Parkhurst for the commpn.wealth. 
The case was continued until Septem- 
ber 22, and the men were put under 
$100 bonds each, which were furnished. 
' Mr. Magenis said there nvas one wit- 
ness for hi** side of the case who could 
not be present cm that day anci so his 
testimony was taken. The witness was 
Abraham Custin. He said he had been 
in the employ of the Hub Clothing com- 
pany in Manchester. N. H.. and there 
was a lire in the company's store last 
May. The goods were sold to Samuel 
Fienberg, and were shipped from Ayer 
Junction, to this city to Philip Chaput. 
He said he was living: in New York city 
at present. He- admitted being in llie 
store here "Wednesday and when the 
other men were busy he slold goods. 


The new firm have no fixtures in the 


store and there is not the regular coun- 
ters and arrangements such as are 
generally found in regular clofhine: 
stores. 


It is thought that Lawyers Ni!p=; and 


Parkhurst have b?en employed by the 
other merchants in the city who beJieve 
that the new store is only a temporary 
affair, and that when the men sfll the 
goods- on hand they will leave the city. 
This is in violation of the itinerant ven- 
der'? act.

Trains Stopped at Hoosick Falls by 


Horses on a Trestle 


Two frightened horses 
stopped all 


traffic for two hours on the westbound 
Fitchburg track at Hoosick Palls yes- 
terday, and fully 1,000 persons watched 
the work of releasing the animals, 
which-were caught on the long trestle 
that crosses the Hoosick river. 


The team, owned by Smith 'Noyes, 


contractor and builder of Hoosick Falls 
was attached to a lumber wagon and 
was standing at the upper depot. A 
passing train frightened the horses and 
they ran down the west-bound track. 
In their flight they safely cleared a 20- 
foot trestle and ran on the big trestle 
a short distance west. When they had 
proceeded 50 feet their legs fell through 
nnd the horses Btruggled in vain to 
regain their feet. The westbound pas- 
senger train, due in Hoosick Falls at 
10.U4 o'clock, and a freight train were 
compelled to back down to Hoosick 
and pass through on the eastbound 
track. 


Mr. Xr>yes secured 
pulleys, which 


were rigged near the trestle, and the 
horses were slowly rais-ed. 
Then it 


was necessary to lay planks for the re- 
mainder of the distance to permit the 
horses and wagon to cross the bridge. 
Neither horse was injured. 


Issue Raised by a Dog 


The assessors held their evening ses- 


sion last night in the mayor's office. In 
the afternoon while they were in ses- 
sion in their own office a taxpayer 
called who was accompanied by a good 
sized dog. Either this year's rate of 
taxation or something else turned the 
dog's stomach and he found relief after 
the usual manner of dogs. The result, 
though by no means insignificant, was 
not discovered till after the taxpayer 
and his dog had departed, but there 
was trouble in camp when the matter 
came to lig-ht. 
The busicess of the 


board at once resolved itself into the 
question of who should be taxed with 
the duty of removing the cause of their 
consternation and other 'ations, and 
it was decided that this function came 
within the province of the city hall 
.ianitor. When, his attention was called 
*o the matter, not in hand but on the 
floor, he allowed that this sort of ser- 
vice was not stipulated in the bond, 
and. unlike the good Kamartan, passed 
by on the other side. This raised an, 
issue and the matter—that is, the situ- 
ation—was laid before the mayor. 
It 


was hoped this would be the means of 
clarifying the atmosphere, but eve- 
ning came, and when the assessors re- 
turned from supper they found the 
offending presence, like a stubborn con- 
gre.=?>man> firm in its place on the floor 
of the house. A brief telephonic con- 
versation was held with the inay'or, 
which resulted in a polite invitation 
from him to the assessors to hold their 
evening session in his office, as Was 
done. 


Whether this incident will furnish 


material for a campaign issue remains 
to be seen, but in view of some that 
are being raised it would seem to be 
entitled to a conspicuous place in the 
list.
